DELLINGER announced the haraes of a‘number of black 
leaders,- including ANDY HAYNES frdni Oregon, reportedly 
dealing with the caucus of black deifegates at" the Democrajtic . 
Convention. DELLINGER stated he hoped to bring a delegate - 
from the Democratic National Convention to speak to the 
assembly but the delegates were udapie to be absent from 
the floor of the convention. HAYNES c6mmented[ ! regarding 
the theme of power to the blacks arid he was followed by 
BO TAYLOR of Detroit, Michigan} whd stated he’was telling 
it "like it isl" TAYLOR’S comments febre a crude representation 
of black power that emphasized v idle rice and hi’s^remarks were 
supported with obscenities and prdfariity. 

GREG SANDU was introducdd as a member of the 
resistance. He asked DELLINGER for a light and then pro¬ 
ceeded to burn a document held in his hand which he repre¬ 
sented as a letter from the Justice Department: notifying 
him he was delinquerit in reporting for the draft. SANDU 
spoke on August 27, 1968, at Lincdih park and identified 
himself as being active in the NeW Ehgland Peace and 
Freedom Party and outlined his work in same.' 

At about 3:20 PM, DELLINGER was about to .make an 
introduction when a youth was observed climbing the flag 
mast from which the American Flag Whs flying. ‘As the 
youth was ascending the pole, the crowd wasi sfibuting* 

"No; No." The/police moVed into the confusion; near the 
flag mast and a fight and scuffle ensued between the police 
and representatives in the audience.

CARL OGLESBY, one* of the founders of the? Stqdents for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) , spoke at length. ( DICK GREGORY, 
the comedian; was among the last to speak and he ended 
by blessing the young people present for their efforts 
to create a better world under which,his six children 
could thrive and develop. At thid point», PECK and 
DELLINGER began to unfold plans fbr the frequently mentioned 
march to the Democratic Convention. DELLINGER stated there 
would be three options open to those, present to suit their 
particular points of view. First, the leaders of the NMC, 

. TOM HAYDEN, PECK; himself, and others, would lead a non- 
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violent demonstration to the Demokraiic Convention. He 
emphasized it would be nonviolent, ajid asked .those wishing 
to join that march,to assemble after the ra\ly at the 
southwest corner of the park and form up in cplurans of 
eight.

A source advised on ; December 16, 196 8 that an 
announcement was made at a meeting of the University of 

Chapter Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) on December 16, 1968 that five SDS members expected 
to travel to Cuba on or about January 1, 1969, and that ' 
one of these SDS members was Carl Oglesby. According to 
the announcement, Oglesby has an arrangement with Time- 
Life Publications to the effect that if any of the mater¬ 
ial written by Oglesby is utilized by these publications, 
Oglesby will receive approximately fifteen hundred dollars, 
Oglesby reportedly was willing to use this money for his 
own expenses and for-the expenses of other SDS members who 
were making this trip. 

A second source advised on January 3, 1969 that 
on December 30, 1968 David Dobkin, a member of Newsreel, 
said that Carl Oglesby is in Cuba for a stay of two weeks 
and was on an assignment from Life magazine. There is a 
possibility that Oglesby might stay longer than the middle 
of January 1969. 


The second source further advised that Oglesby

A fourth confidential source has described Oglesby 
as an atheist and a socialist and he is completely sincere 
to-his dedication toward the principles of SDS. Oglesby 
undertook a severe financial sacrifice in resigning regular 
employment to assume the SDS presidency.”
